Access to Agency Cryptographic Information 


1. Restricting access to cryptographic information regarding 
systems used by the Agency to secure its communications is vital 
to the security of Agency operations and information. This Agency 
has always taken the lead by insisting that rigid compartmentat ion 
systems be maintained for sensitive U.S. Government programs; its 
self - impos it ion and enforcement of the need-to-know principal is 
legendary. Espionage cases that have been given wide coverage by 
the news media rec ently h ave reinforced our belief in this funda- 

25X1 mental safeguard. 

2. The Office of Communications has reviewed its crypto- 
graphic clearance registry and finds that the large number of 
clearances to be excessive. Therefore, each Agency component, at 
the Directorate and Office/Division/Staff levels, is requested to 
review and validate the need for a cryptographic clearance by 
personnel assigned to its organization. Attachment A is a list 
that contains personnel currently assigned to components within 
your Directorate who have cryptographic clearances. Attachment B 
is a blank Form 1416C that should be used for debriefing those 
individuals who no longer have a need for the clearance. The form 
may be reproduced. For personnel who have left the Agency, the 
debriefing statement should be executed in absentia. The Corapart- 
mented Information Branch. Office of Security, has requested that 
the Security file number (if known), SSN and level of clearance 
held be annotated in the upper right hand corner of thft for m.

For your convenience, we have also included as Attachment C 
a copy of Section 798 of Title 18 USC for use in debriefing. 

Please arrange with your unit Communications Security Officer or 
Security Officer for this debriefing.

the Station/Base to debrief the individual, if appropriate.
